To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Compstall  Urban 

District  Council, 


Gentlemen, 


I have  pleasure  in  reporting  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary 
Condition  of  the  District  of  Compstall  for  the  year  1915. 

As  the  Local  Government  Board  considers  that  many  of 
the  details  usually  inserted  in  the  Annual  Report,  such  as  a 
Description  of  the  District,  and  of  the  Water  Supply,  Sewerage 
and  Sewage  Disposal,  may  be  omitted,  and  that  the  Report 
may  be  confined  to  a Record  of  what  has  taken  place  during 
the  year,  my  report  will  consequently  be  a small  one,  and  will 
deal  principally  with  Statistics  and  Infection. 

Population  of  the  district  at  census  1911  was  908.

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Number  of  houses  inhabited  in  July,  1915,  was  235. 

Average  number  per  house  was  3.8. 

There  was  a fair  amount  of  outdoor  relief. 

One  resident  died  in  Union. 

One  resident  died  in  Sanatorium. 

One  resident  died  in  Nursing  Home  in  Manchester, 

One  resident  died  in  County  Asylum, 

There  were  no  reports  of  overcrowding. 

The  mills  have  been  working  full  time,,  but,  owing  to  the 
war,  are  now  short  of  hands. 

There  is  no  acute  distress. 

The  Water  Supply  is  plentiful,  and  of  good  quality. 

The  sanitary  conditions  are  similar  to  last  year. 

SANITARY  INSPECTION. 

The  District  has  been  regularly  and  systematically 
inspected. 

There  have  been  147  inspections,  6 informal  notices 
served,  no  statutary  notices  served,  and  no  prosecutions. 

I have  inspected  the  urban  portion  regularly,  and  made 
special  visits  and  inspections  of  various  houses,  tents,  and  cow- 
sheds. 

There  are  no  lodging-houses,  slaughter-houses,  or 
offensive  trades  in  the  district. 

The  Schools  are  in  a sanitary  condition. 

The  Milk  Supply  is  good.  Utensils  kept  clean. 

Cowsheds  are  limewashed  regularly,  and  are  in  a satis- 
factory state. 

There  were  no  prosecutions  under  Sale  of  Food  and 
Drugs  Act.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

During  the  year  there  was  one  case  of  erysipelas,  one  of 
scarlet  fever,  and  one  case  of  measles. 

Two  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  reported.  One  died  at 
Sanatorium. 

The  houses  were  disinfected,  and  all  precautions  taken  to 
prevent  spread  of  infection. 

In  comparison  to  previous  years,  the  district  has  been 
remarkably  free  from  contagious  diseases.

The  back  streets  and  yards  to  the 
houses  are  kept  particularly  clean,  and,  generally,  the  sanitary 
condition  of  the  village  is  good. 

The  Farms  and  Cowsheds  have  been  frequently  inspected, 
and  found  to  be  in  a satisfactory  condition. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  Water  Supply  has  been  maintained  throughout  the 
year,  and  appears  to  be  satisfactory  both  as  to  quantity  and 
quality.
